j'.rs.  Heeton  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  concerning  the  public  heai.th  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  of  Dearne  fcr  the  year  1946. 

In  accordance  with  my  usual  custom  in  introducing  the 
report  I wish  to  mention  several  special  features  of  the  year 
under  review.  Hirst  it  v/as  a period  of  peace,  but  as  expected 
after  a v/orld  confligl;.  shortages  of  essential  foodstuffs  and 
important  materials,  ''■'omiriOditios  etc,  , vrore  severe.  The 

population  figure  shows  a healthy  tsrifor:oy_.  continuing  to  rise  - 
The  mid-year  figure  supplied  b:/  the  Roofstrar-Gonoral  being 
23,270.  A birth  rate  of  23.51  per  1,000  of  the  population  is 
still 'very  high  and  shov/s  a slight  increase  on  the  1945  figure 
of  25.04. 

The  Nation’s  continued  uueient  need  for  coal  meant  that 
unemployment  v/as  at  its  lowest.  In  my  1945  report  I expressed 
the  hope  that  branches  of  light  industry  might  be  set  up  locally 
in  order 'that  much  of  the  female  labour  available  could  be 
absorbed.  It  appears  that  there  is  every  sigh  of  that  hope 
bearing  fruit. 

The  year  v/as  important  in  that  not  one  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified.  Iramunisation  against  the  disease  has  been  stressed 
mainly  for  the  reduction  in  deaths  from  the  malady  but  it  has 
resulted  in  a steady  decline  in  the  number  of  cases. 

The  report  includes  that  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
Mr,  G,  H.  Allemby,  v/ho  gives  details  of  the  extensive  and  varied 
work  carried  out  by  hi|!  Department.  Repair  work  to  houses  and 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  has  only  boon  effected  by  considerable 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff  duo  mainly  to  the 
extreme  shortage  of  supplies  and  building  labour  allocated  for 
the  purpose.  Having  regard  to  tho  serious  effect  on  tho  health 
of  the  occupants  of  houses  which  arc  not  in  all  respects  fit 
I rsm  of  the  opinion  that  some  attempt  must  be  made  towards  making 
good  the  arrears  of  repair  v/ork  accmiulatcd  from  tho  war  years 
by  increasing  labour  and  materials  for  such  essential  work.

The  rate  of  23.51  per  1,000  of  the  population  is 
higher  than  the  general  average  for  the  last  few  years.  In  1942, 
a rate  of  19,98  was  returned;  in  1945  - 21.88;  1944  - the 
remarkably  high  rate  of  25.73;  and  in  1945  - 23,04.  The  raaintonance 
of  a high  birth  rate,  together  with  a low  infantile  mortality  rate 
gives  cause  for  some  satisfaction. 

INBiJ'TILE  MORTALITY  PuATH, . 

One  of  the  lowest  infantile  mortality  rates  for  the 
district  v/as  recorded  in  1943,  vdion  42o04  per  1,000  live  births 
v;-as  reached,  Tho  roduotien  in  infant  deaths  can  best  be  shovm 
vshon  reference  is  made  to  annual  reports  for  the  separate  districts 
for  1931.  In  that  period,  only  15  years  ago,  the  rate  for  the 
Thrarnscoe  area  vras  given,  as  13i)  per  J .C'CO  live  births  and  the  Bolton 
on  Dearno  area  ” lOOcSEc,  In  cenp'n'-i.ng  the  improvement  made  it 
is  worthy  to  noto  that  of  every  1,CG0  children  born  in  1931  in 
the  combined  areas  of  Thurnscoo  and  Bolton  on  Dearno  v/oll  over  l/lOth. 
or  appronimatoly  117  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  v;hile 
in  the  past  year  only  42  died.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rato 
for  Bngland  and  Nalos  in  1946  v/as  43.0, 

DLaTIi  AATB.. 

The  total  of '230  deaths  gives  a recorded  death  rate  of 
9,68  per  1,000  population.  No  '’Area  Comparability  Factor’^  could 
be  issued  by  tho  Rogistrar-G-enoral , due,  it  is  stated,  to  the 
variety  and  magnitude  of  local  population  movements  and  the  uneven 
incidence  of  civilian  v/ar  deaths  vliich  have  together  combined  to 
frustrate  the  attempt  to  secure  comparability  betv/een  local  death 
rates  by  the  use  of  such  comparability  factors  and  therefore  the 
preparation  and  issue  of  such  factors  is  being  suspended  under 
present  conditions.  Under  the  circnjnstances  comparison  can  only  bo 
made  v/ith  previous  yoars  death  rates  for  our  area.  In  1942  • the  death 
rate  was  10.93;  in  1943  - 10.78;  1944  - 10.39;  1945  - 10.63. 

The  1946  rate  has  thus  continued  the  gradual  doclino  recorded  over 
th-G  past  few  years.

At  the  year  end  the  position  of  children  in  our  area 
so  fe.r  as  protection  against  the  disease  by  immunisation  v/as:- 
ef  those  between  5 and  15  years  - 87  /j  ; had  boon  treated,  while 
of  those  under  5 years  27^o  were  ir:iiimisod.  If  control  of  the 
disease  is  to  be  further  iiiaintaine d parents  nust  see  that  all 
children  fron  Ito  5 smars  are  given  the  protective  treatment.

Only  3 cases  were  notified,  agohnst  53  in  the  previous 
year.  Tho  case  rate  for  Doarne  was  0.13  per  1,000  of  the  population 
as  conparod  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  3.92  per  1,00.0. 


TUBEHCULOSlS . 


ddiile  the  reduction  in  cases  occurring  during  tho  year 
was  slight  it  is  a neve  in  thcyrigiit  direction.  Nineteen  cases 
cf  tuberculosis  were  notified  as  compared  with  20  in  1915;  18  cases 
•■ere  puIjnonar3^  and  1 non-puliiionc.ry o The  disease  caused  18  deaths 
d’oring  1916,  the  seme  ruribcr  as  tho  year  previous.;,,  17  of  these  v/ere 
due  tc  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

The  Dea-rne  Urban  District  Council  is  a constituent  nenher 
of  the  Dearne  Vallei’’  hater  Board,  v/ho  supply  vrater  to  our  area. 

Apart  fren  a siAill  portion  of  tho  Green  Lane  Area  at  Barnlorough, 
the  district  relies  upon  water  derived  fron  the  Dearne  Valley 
Colliery,  the  Goldthorpe  Collieiyr,  supplenented  hy  water  obtained 
from  the  Corporations  of  Sheffield  and  Barnsley,  The  old  Bolton- 
upon-Doarne  area  appears  to  receive  the  largest  proportion  of  the 
hard  v.'ater.  It  is  apparent  that  the  Dearne  Valley  ColliorjT-  hater 
has  tended  to  incroaso  in  hardiioss  over  the  past  feo'/  years,  liost 
householders  in  our  area,  supplied  with  such  water,  have  found  it 
necessary  particularly  with  the  rationing  of  soap,  to  install  sona 
sns.ll  '.Tator  softening  applianco.  The  use  of  this  untreated  'ooLter 
in  hot  i.v.eer  systens  results  in  rapid  furring  up  of  the  pipes. 

Although,  on < occasions,  a bacteriological  analysis  of  a sanple 
cf  ’vater  has  shewn  slight  contmination,  generally  speaking  its 
purit;-  has  been  fairly  satisfactory. 

Iiopr cvenents  in  supply  were. . effect’ ed  to  a large  area  in 
Albert  Hoad,  Hredorick  Street,  and  High  Street,  Goldthorpe.

T]’g  main  reason  for  this  mas  the  abnormal 
at  of  refuse  resulting  from  the  use  of  ''hone  coals”  in  many  houses, 
a period  of  years  the  refuse  yield  in  our  area  has  been  increasing 
it  is  obvious  that  ”slag''  or  "shale'’  irrespective  of  the  increased 
nets  resulting  fror.!  burning  hone  coal,  has  added  considerably  to 
Scavenging  problen.  It  soons  unfair  that  the  Department  should 
to  beEir  the  responsibility  of  collecting  this  waste  material, 
iderable  time  and  effort  is  wasted  v/hen  one  considers  the  slag  is 
t handled  at  the  colliory,  transported  to  premises  and  dolivorod, 
sorted  by  the  recipient  and  placod  in  tho  dust-bin,  carried  by  our 
f to  the  ref us o vehicle  to  bo  removed  for  unloading  and  disposal 
he  refuse  tip.  In  normal  timos  the  cloansing  of  an  ashbin  takes 
t tvro  minutes,  possibly  forty  or  more  bins  boing  scavenged  to  each 
of  refuse  collected.  The  v/orking  of  a wookly  collection  under  such 
umstances  presented  no  great  hardship.  Dnjring  the  year  under  review 
he  autumn  and  winter  periods  it  v/as  cormion  to  find  many  refuse  bins 
flowing  77ell  beforo  a '/eek  elapsed.  At  some  houses  the  wookljr  refuse 
d averaged  beti/cen  5 to  5 bins.
